City employees will go back 


to full pay October 1, following 
action taken, by the city council 
Monday night, when the second 
50 per cent of the cut was re- 
stored, bringing the salaries 
back to where they were before 
the depression. The restoration 
to full wages was'made possible 
because the final payment of 
$2000 was made on the fire truck 
this year and there are also addi- 
tional revenues from the public utili- 
ties and gasoline tax. 


Consideration of the budget for the 


ensuing year occupied the attention 
of the board until a late hour, the 
figures finally decided upon being 
practically the same as those of last 
for general operating expenses, and 
according to prospective revenues 
there will be a considerable credit 
balance, showing the city finances 
to be in a healthy condition. 


In order that Covina may receive 


a share of the federal funds being 
used to aid unemployment, the coun- 
cil authorized the employment of a 
specialty engineer to assist Assistant 
City Engineer Glenn Crawford in 
preparing the plans and applications 
for presentation to the WPA, officials 
of this branch of the federal gov- 
ernment stating that it is necessary 
to have these specifications present- 
ed as early as possible, cities having 
their applications on file andjn the 
form required standing the best 
chance of receiving favorable con- 
sideration at an early date because 
of President Roosevelt's instructions 
that the work be put under way as 
quickly as possible in order that em- 
ployment may be reduced before 
winter sets in. 


One of Covina's applications, for 


improvements at the public library, 
already has been granted by the 
WPA and it is expected that work 
will begin at once. Under this grant, 
changes will be made which will 
give additional room at the library, 
the basement to be cleared for the 
children's room and the room now 
used by them on the ground floor 
to be converted into additional space 
for adult reading rooms. The im- 
provements 
also 
include several 


other changes for the convenience 
of library patrons.

1934-35 Exceeds 
Previous Year 


It cost an average of $149.08 


to educate each of the 153,055 
students that attended high 
school in Covina union high 
school and the other twenty- 
four districts last year, accord- 
ing to statistics prepared hy 
the county superintendent of 
schools office. The average was 


$1.20 
per pupil higher than the 


previous year, with an enroll- 
ment 3490 smaller. 


Average cost of educating the 


226,122 pupils in the one hundred 
forty-odd elementary school dis- 
tricts of the county last year was 
$96.98, or $2.91 higher than the aver- 
age of $94.07 for the 229,523 pupils 
enrolled in 1933-1934, the statistics 
showed. 
High school enrollment 


gained last year, while elementary 
school enrollment for the county 
dropped. 


Average cost per student in the 


Covina high school district was 
shown to be $197.29 last year, as 
compared with $169.53 for the pre- 
vious year. 


The figures were based on an 


average daily attendance of 739 
for last year, as against 693 for the 
previous year.

Mr. Reichard served on the board 


of supervisors of Los Angeles county 
in 1884 and 1885, but declined to run 
for re-election.

Cost of educating each pupil that 


attended school in the Covina city 
elementary district last year aver- 
aged $92.25, according to computa- 
tions made by the county superin- 
tendent of schools. 


The average cost last year was 


$13.40 more than the average of 
$78.85 reported for the previous year. 
The average daily attendance for the 
district was 731 this year, 787 last 
year. 


Cost as computed for the average 


pupil was based on the average 
daily attendance in the district dur- 
ing the entire year, the report of the 
research division stated. The highest 
cost per pupil for the last school year 
in the elementary districts was 
$237.36, reported by the Liberty 
school district, near Calabasis, with 
19 pupils. 


Lowest cost per pupil was 05G.46, 


in the Grant elementary school, near 
Redondo Beach, with 318 pupils. 


Thruout the county, the average 


daily attendance for all elementary 
schools last year was 226,122, a de- 
crease of 3401 over the 229,523 re- 
ported for the 1933-34 school year. 
Average cost per pupil thruout the 
county was $96.98 last year, or some 
3 per cent more than the average 
cost of $94.07 reported for 1933-34.

QOUTHERN California, converging from every point on 
^ Pomona to attend the county fair, found a spectacle of 
more generous proportions than in any past year, and a 
diversity of interest that could only otherwise be expected 
in an exposition of national scope. 


Governor Merriam, in reviewing this year's classic, 


said that it seemed to have reached the peak in agricul- 
tural and horticultural exhibits; that the racing events 
were comparable to any state fair; that the showing of 
farm animals and poultry could not be duplicated in any 
other portion of the United States, and that the beauty and 
artistry of the general scheme was something to be re- 
membered as an inspiring mental picture. If he were to 
be allowed to suggest, he said that with the maintenance 
of this fair at its present high standard there should per- 
haps be added a planned effort to increase the social values, 
thru the attendance of more organizations collectively— 
groups of agriculturists from over the Pacific states area, 
conventions of plant experts, farm bureau gatherings from 
the California counties, and other organizations having a 
relation to the growing of crops and livestock. 


This suggestion, I am informed, will be put into effect 


systematically during the coming year. 


To one like myself who has seeu each step in the growth 


of this fair, it constantly comes to me that men and women 
of exceptional ability and devotion have been the back- 
ground of success from the beginning. These men and 
women are not seeking commendation especially, but have 
labored more than most of us realize to make what we 
see today. The small beginning in tents, with crude equip- 
ment and meagre appropriation, has developed into an 
exhibition sponsored by America's richest agricultural 
county, and acknowledged by two other southland coun- 
ties as a joint effort. This idea nurtured by a small group 
of Pomona valley enthusiasts in the old days has grown 
to a reality that almost reaches the unreal. We should re- 
flect a little, when we attend this exposition, that it was 
pioneer courage on the part of our own neighbors that 
made what we see possible. 


Los Angeles county is an empire in itself, an area not 


duplicated elsewhere because it contains one of the largest 
metropolitan areas of any county as well as vast rural and 
suburban territory, and, contrary to general opinion, it 
has more milch cattle than any so-called "cow county," 
raises more high-grade draught stock than any horse-rais- 
ing area in the state, and is far and away the leader in 
raising. These facts are the physical foundation for the 
Pomona fair's success. But added to this must be the spirit 
and genius of organization, and this the Pomona pioneers 
have supplied. The county supervisors, backed by the 
willingness of the taxpayers, have given it the financial 
backing that assures its growth in importance. 


This editor feels gratified that he has consistently lent 


what aid he could from the fair's inception. The fair is a 
proud, annually-erected monument to the efforts of the 
southland tillers of the soil, to the unsung workers in farm 
and orchard. Its exhibits are powerful advertisements that 
we could not buy, visual evidence of the richness of this 
incomparable land.

Tiis document is the oldest written 
orm of government in the world, the 
:overning of other countries being 
lased, in most cases, on tradition. 
In 1787, when the group of lifty- 


ive men, the most learned in this 
•ery new country, met to form the 
constitution in Philadelphia, the as- 
semblage included bankers, farmers, 
merchants, 
shoemakers, 
soldiers, 


sailors—rich and poor alike. Thomas 
JeHerson likened this group of men 
to an assemblage of demagogs, while 
one o{ the foremost historians said 
that it was the greatest grouping oT 
minds in one room in the world. 
Gladstone remarked in his writings 
that this famous document was the 
Teatest ever to be struck off at one 
time, and Dr. Beveridge urged the 
listeners to support and defend this 
great government in which no one 
person or group is represented.

In conclusion, the speaker briefly 


j outlined the purpose of the constitu- 
[ tion as being a form of government 


j to promote a more perfect union, to 
establish justice, to insure domestic 
tranquility, to provide for the com- 
mon defence, to promote the general 
welfare, and to secure the blessings 
of liberty to ourselves and posterity.

Sale of any milk products from 


cattle not tubercular-tested is pro- 
hibited in Los Angeles county ter- 
ritory under an ordinance adopted 
by the board of supervisors late 
Monday, on motion of Supervisor 
Roger W. Jessup, Glendale dairy- 
man. 
The ordinance, which Jessup re- 


cently requested the county coun- 
sel's office to draft, with approval of 
other members of the board, recites 
that its purpose is "to prevent the 
transfer of tuberculosis to human 
beings thru the medium of milk or 
cream or dairy products." 


Not only cows, but goats are in- 


cluded under the ordinance, and 
milk taken from any infected animal 
cannot be sold in the unincorporated 
area. The ordinance requires that 
the milk-giving animals be tested 
to establish that they are tubercular- 
free.

A splendid orator, a courteous 
gentleman, a philosopher and poet, a thinker 
and a patriot, Judge Tyrell has been a dis- 
tinct credit to his native state, for he was born 
here, a member of one of California's oldest 
pioneer families. 


Nathaniel P. Conrey, appointed to the su- 


preme court, has a long and distinguished 
career to his credit, embracing an apprentice- 
ship in all the lower courts. His appointment Payrolls find 
comes with a sense of gratification, but not 
with surprise. The same is true of William C. 
Doran, who goes to the district court of ap- 
peal. Of Goodwin Knight, practicing lawyer, 
who was selected by the governor for a su- 
perior court vacancy, we know little, as he 
is new to public office, but his fellow-lawyers 
speak of him in the highest terms. 


The governor is to be commended for his 


judgment in the selection of public officials, 
but this, too, should not be surprising, as Gov- 
ernor Merriam himself has served a long ap- 
prenticeship in public life, and not only knows 
requirements for office but knows many citi- 
zens personally who are qualified. There is 
much to be said in favor of long service in 
public life. It smooths and ripens men to 


and a sense of responsibility. 


Bayou Kingfish— 


"He fell just short of being a great man." 
This statement was made in an obituary of 


a prominent citizen social worker many years 
ago, but to our mind, it is fitting to repeat it 
in connection with the death of Huey Long. 


We will not get thr lesson that we need as 


a people if we dismiss this man as the mounte- 
bank, the rabble-rouser, the politician with 
.circus technique, the conscienceless dictator, 
the exploiter of mass emotions. These char- 
acteristics were amplified in the public press 
all over the country, and truth dictates that 
he was something of all of these. But they 
do not explain him. 


The press has not recently recorded what 


Chief Justice William Howard Taft said of 
Huey Long. "I believe Huey Long to be the 
most brilliant lawyer who ever appeared be- 
fore me," said Taft. 


Huey Long outraged the feelings of people 


of finer grain. He was the apotheosis of the 
unexpected. What tradition dictated he spurn- 
ed. What breeding and gentlemanly conduct 
demanded he flouted. But he was a tremen- 
dous power in Louisiana, and men don't rise 
to such power without strength and courage 
and at least a passively-helping hand from the 
righteousness of his cause. 


His death from an assassin's bullet last 


week removes a tumultuous figure from pub- 
lic life, a stormy petrel, a modern Savonar- 
old, and perhaps his methods will remain jus- 
tifiably unsung. His life is not one for emu- 
lation. But he was not the wearer of cap and 
bells, as the press would have us believe. He 
was a force, a new force. Whether he was 
more a force for real progress than a detri- 
ment to logical government we cannot deter- 
mine at this time. But he was a man and a 
fighter, and the sudden termination of his 
career is deeply to be regretted.

Enroute to the Fair— 


The great and continuous press of traffic 


on Holt avenue, south of Covina, during these 
days and nights of the southland fair at Po- 
mona, demonstrates the wisdom of this im- 
provement in our highway system. 


The bulk of the traffic originates in the city 


of Los Angeles, but much is fed into it from 
the lower boulevards and from Orange and 
San Diego counties. The usefulness, safety 
and directness of the route also point to the 
need for an adequate feeder highway from 
the lower Pomona boulevard, a project al- 
ready in progress. 


The great fair is growing greater each year, 


with something of the spontaneous in its 
growth. It is one of those spectacles to which 
human nature responds without much urg- 
ing. The fair management is to again be con- 
gratulated on the manner in which it has 
prepared this all-embracing entertainment. 
The year will not be complete for any south- 
land citizen unless at least one day or night 
is spent at the fair grounds in Pomona. 


This writer, in the habit of visiting various 


Los Angeles business offices, public and pri- 
vate, several times each week, notes a decided 
change in business atmosphere the last few 
weeks. 


Some of this feeling is tangible, and can be 


traced directly to increasing orders in some 
lines. Most of it seems to be a new buoyancy 
based on rumors that are more plausible than 
in several years. There's a springier step to 
the business people. They sense a real set-in 
toward recovery. 


Much of this may be due to the definite al- 


location of fifty million dollars for this area 
for public works, and with the more definite 
hope of a hundred and seventy million more 
thruout the state. 


Public works money will have a psycholo- 


gical, rather than a permanent effect. 
It 


should be remembered that even a few days 
of real high-peak activity on the part of pri- 
vately-conducted business in the state will 
produce a hundred million dollars in payrolls 
alone. Gen. Johnson voices a truism when 
lie says that private industry must lead the 
way to recovery. 


If one wishes to get a mental picture of the 


relative importance of public works, dole, 
etc., with that of the normal resumption of 
private endeavor, we have only to imagine 
the cancellation of all taxes, city, county, 
state, national and those of special districts. 
An absolutely taxless country could not, of 
course, issue any relief money, as all of the 
national equation in relief has come from 
taxes collected. The remission of all taxes 
would make but a few cents of difference on 
every hundred dollars of physical valuation. 
It would have little or no affect on the major 
problem of the depression. 


It is only when thousands upon thousands 


of payrolls begin to distribute buying power 
that prosperity can be assured, and it can 
come in no other way.

Did you notice, however poor 


he game, that interjection has al- 
ways to explode from the lips of the 
announcer: 'one has to keep the en- 
.husiasm of the crowds alive. 


As a matter of fact, football—re- 


duced to the game in itself—is about 
one of the dullest spectacles ever 
offered to an assembly of sport- 
minded men and women. There is 
more continuous action and a hun- 
dred more thrills in a good track 
meet or in a first-class tennis tour- 
nament; and if you want real excite- 
ment, go to a rugby game or to a 
iai-alai exhibition—or to a bull- 
fight! 


Anyone who is sincere and can 


shake mob mentality will have to 
admit that, with the exception of 
perhaps a few minutes of fast ac- 
tion, there is nothing more boresome 
:han to sit and look at a game of 


With a few honorable exceptions, 


the presidents of our universities

AMERICAN PEOPLE STAND FIRM TO REBUKE ANY 


ATTEMPT TO ASSUME POWER NOT PER- 


MITTED IN CONSTITUTION

TITHATEVER any citizen may think of political parties, 


it cannot be gainsayed that Herbert Hoover sounded 


a fundamental American note in his Constitution day at- 
dress on Tuesday at the San Diego exposition. 


There is a real threat to American institutions in that 


kind of a mind in a public official, high or low, who pro- 
fesses to see an emergency that calls for abrogation of 
constitutional provisions. This country is sane, and solidly 
organized on the principles of the constitution. There is 
but one emergency that warrants the setting aside of con- 
stitutional provisions, and that is war, when this country 
is called upon to defend itself by any means, and when 
necessity dictates immediate action. When war is declared 
the president is given extra-constitutional powers by con- 
gress. But in times of peace, even such crucial times as 
during the last five years, there is no need of a constitu- 
tional abrogation. 


Former President Hoover's lucid and sane presentation 


of the principles upon which the constitution is based was 
a wholesome reminder of what this government actually 
contains, and from what source the government derives 
its power. If the constitution is flouted, belittled and evad- 
ed, we have no government at all that has been sanctioned 
by the people. Mr. Hoover's warning is in no sense mere 
political talk. In fact, his words on Tuesday are being 
commended by some of the foremost Democrats of the 
country. Those who commend Mr. Hoover's words may 
be said to belong to a greater party than the Republican 
or Democratic party, a party which might be designated 
as the Constitutional or American party, inclusive of every 
citizen who firmly believes in protecting the constitutional 
form of government. 


It was one hundred and forty-eight years ago that the 


American forefathers fashioned this document. It is not 
too rhetorical to say that they fashioned it under God's 
guiding hand. It was purposely made elastic and amenda- 
tory, .the authors realizing that governments have fallen 
because of the rigidity of statutes. It was purposely made 
difficult to amend it, in order to prevent hasty and ill- 
advised change and emasculation. It has been in constant 
command of the American government since that time, 
while meantime kings and crowns, kingdoms and dictator- 
ships have waxed and waned and passed into oblivion. 
Ours is the oldest continuously-operating government in 
the world today. 


It should therefore be of great concern to the American 


people when the constitution is regarded lightly by high 
officials; when there are groups that would defy its man- 
dates in a spirit that "the end justifies the means." This 
is a dangerous spirit, even though the intent is of the best. 


As we reflect on Mr. Hoover's address, and upon those 


masterly utterances heard in all parts of the country last 
Tuesday, we should give nonpartisan and truly American 
-ja^^tJv4wfa>^L^,%f-ifitt.-iiuLj, .L.C.«Mok. an, Qutnciuriin* upon one 
theme. The thinking men and women of this country will 
not brook any serious tampering with the fundamental law 
of the land, whether or not the tampering is done with 
good intentions. We stand with the forefathers for a con- 
stitutional form of government.

of water and power to submit a 
$22,800,000 bond issue to the voters 
of Los Angeles city, the money to be 
used for construction of the city's 
Boulder dam transmission line across 
San Gabriel valley. 


As explained to a group of civic 


leaders late last week, the municipal 
power bonds would replace the pres- | 
ent federal loan of $22,800,000 which 
is being used now for constructioii 
of the line. As represented to Los 
Angeles citizens, a large saving 
could be made due to lower interest 
rates. The city has thus far found a 
ready market for its water and pow- 


er bonds, and it was explained that 
a high- interest rate now is being 
paid on the federal loan. 


A citizens' committee of 100 was 


to be selected this week, and it is 
proposed to hold the election some 
time late in October, as explained 
by E, F. Scattergood, chief engineer 
of the department. If approved, the 
bond issue would permit rate reduc- 
tions amounting to $1,600,000 an- 
nually, effective next January 1, 
Scattergood said.

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Samuels Gives 
Advice on Fall 
Fertilization 


By CHAS. D. SAMUELS, Ph.D. 
This is the season of the year when 


there is always a tendency for the 
California farmer to "let down" in 
the care of his fruit trees. The crop 
is harvested and the period of dor- 
mancy in the deciduous and semi- 
dormancy in citrus is approaching. 
His eastern and middle western farm 
neighbor is vacationing at his re- 
spective state or county fair for a 
few days, his most strenuous period 
behind him, and our farmer feels the 
urge to do the same. Here in our 
irrigated fruit areas the situation 
regarding duty is much different 
from what it is elsewhere. Experi- 
ence has proved that our most severe 
drying weather always occurs in 
September and October. Further- 
more, our soils are now depleted of 
all moisture reserves of late spring 
and early summer. Rainfall may not 
occur thruout the entire winter in 
an amount sufficient to wet the soil 
in all the rooting area of the fruit 
tree. So our fruit trees are depen- 
dent on our strict attention to farm 
duties at this time to a greater ex- 
tent than at any other season of the 
year. Also our attention to the needs 
of the trees at this time is going to 
be reflected in the coming crop. All 
of which means that the wise fruit 
grower will not gamble on rains 
when he can bet on a sure thing by 
irrigating his trees. 


Fertilizer, too, often is not given 


full consideration in the fall of the 
year on many fruit crops. The citrus 
and avocado growers have always 
found it advisable to apply organic 
fertilizers such as manures, straws, 
etc., at this season of the year. With- 
in recent years increasing evidence 
is at hand that the use of soluble 
fertilizers which are applied by be- 
ing dissolved in the irrigation water 
or spread in the bottom of the fur- 
row have been of value in the fa- 
vorable effect on fruit size. It is well 
established from fruit measurements 
that the amount of growth of citrus 
fruits in the fall season is of prime 
importance in the ultimate market- 
ing size. 


Although the deciduous grower's 


problems differ somewhat from that 
of the citrus grower, it is evident 
that, up to the tihe of dormancy, 
the deciduous tree is building up 
plant reserves and the extent to 
which these plant reserves are built 
up will be of prime importance in 
the crop that will set and develop the 
following spring. Accordingly, the 
possible value of the use of some 
soluble fertilizers in the early fall 
season is worthy of consideration, at 
least, on the part of the deciduous 
producer who is striving to produce 
fruit of the highest quality.

tilizers to apply nor as to the exact 
material to be used. The method of 
application should be similar, how- 
ever, 
whatever the material 
or 


amount used and that is to be sure 
that the fertilizer is carried down to 
the tree roots in solution in the irri- 
gation water either in the bottom of 
the furrow or dissolved before the 
water is applied to the land. 


Those ranchers who are using 


bulky organic fertilizers at this time 
will also do well to consider a prac- 
tice that many growers have found 
of value. That is, the spreading of a 
coating of two to three pounds of 
one of the chemical fertilizers over 
each ton of manure or bean straw 
just before working it under. It will 
help to stimulate bacterial action 
without robbing the trees.
